The 10th February 1877.—The following bye-laws, framed by the Municipal Commis- 
sioners of Monghyr at a meeting under Section 313 of Act V (B,C.) of 1876, having been 
confirmed by the Lieutenant-Governor under Section 314 thereof, are hereby published for 
general information :— 


For regulating the time and mode of collecting the rates and taxes. 


1, Every officer authorized to grant, receipts shall be provided with a certificate of his 
authority to collect, and every such certificate shall bear the seal of the municipality and 
the signature of the Chairman. Every collecting officer, at the time of demanding payment, 
shall be bound to show this certificate if required. 


2. Every person required in writing to furnish any schedule or return which the 
Commissioners may lawfully require him to furnish shall send such schedule or return 
to the office of the Commissioners within one week from the date of the service of the 
requisition in the manner described in section 367 of the Act. Any person failing to do 
so shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding Rs. 5 for the omission, and to a penalty not 
exceeding Rs. 2 for every day the omission shall, after warning, continue. Any person 
submitting a false or incorrect schedule or return shall be liable to a penalty of Rs. 10: 
provided that nothing in this bye-law shall be held to prevent the institution of a criminal 
prosecution under the Penal Code should the facts appear to warrant such a proceeding, 

8. Payment of purchase-money for property sold and delivery of the property shall be 
made immediately after the sale; and if the purchaser fail to pay the full amount of his bid, 
it shall be lawful for the distraining officer, at his discretion, to sell the property again on the 
same or any other day, and the first purchaser shall in such cases be responsible to the Com- 
missioners for any loss, which shall be recoverable as a debt due to them. 


For regulating the conduct of persons employed by the Commissioners. 


4. All persons employed by the Commissioners, whose services may be no longer 
required, shall be liable to discharge after receipt of previous notice or pay in advance for

6. Every person within whose premiscs any animal may die shall, within «four hours 
after its death, or, if death occurs at night, within two hours after daylight, either remove 
at his own expense the carcass to such place as may be sel apart by the Commissioners 
for the reception of such carcass, or report its death to the Conservancy Inspector of the 
Division within which such premises may be situated ; and in such latter case shall pay to 
the said Inspector the expense of removing the carcass, at such rate as the Commissioners 
may determine ; and in cases where the said person is not the owner of the animal, and the 
owner is known, the owner shall alone be responsible for the payment of’such expense, and 
such expense shall be recoverable as a debt due to the Commissioners. No Conservancy 
Inspector, when called upon, shall neglect to remove a carcass.

7. No person shall deposit, or cause to be deposited, any carcass, or auy part of a 


carcass, in any place other than such places as may from time to time be appointed by the 
Commissioners for the reception of such carcasses.

Majesty’s Ambassador Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary to His Imperial and Royal 
Apostolic Majesty ; 

And His Majesty the Emperdr of Austria, King*of Bohemia, &c., and Apostolic King 
of Hungary, Julius, Count Andrassy de Csik-Szent-Kirély et Kraszna-Horka, Grand Cross 
of the Order of St. Stephen, Géneral in His Imperial Majesty’s Army, Privy Councillor, 
Minister of the Imperial House‘and of Foreign Affairs ; 


Who, after having communicated to each other their respective full powers, found to be 

in due and proper form, have agreed upon and concluded the following Articles :—

The subjects of His Imperial and Royal Apostolic Majesty who 1eside temporarily or

The produce and manufactures of, as well as all goods coming from, Austria-Hungary, 
which are imported into the territories and possessions, including the Colonies and foreign 
possession, of Her Britannic Majesty, and the produce and manufactures of, as well as all 
goods coming from, British possessions, which are imported into the Austro-Hungarian 
. Monarchy, whether intended for consumption, warehousing, re-exportation or transit, shall 
therein, during the continuance of this Treaty, be treated in the same manner as, and ia 
particular shall be subjected to no higher or other duties than, the produce and goods of any 
third country the most favoured in this respect. 


No other or higher duties shall be levied in the Austro-Hungarian Monarchy on the 
exportation of any goods to the territories and possessions, including the Colonies and 
foreign possessions, of Her Britannic Majesty, or in the territories and possessions, including 
the Colonies and foreign possessions, of Her Britannic Majesty, on the exportation of 
any goods to the Austro-Hungarian Monarchy, than on the exportation of the like.goods 
to any third country the most favoured in this respect. 


The two High Contracting Parties likewise guarantee to each other treatment on the 
footing the most favoured third country in regard to the transit of goods through the territory 
of the one from and to the territory of the other. 


Arxricie III, 


Every reduction in the Tariff of Import and Export Duties, as well as every favour or 
immunity that one of the contracting Parties grants to the subjects and commerce of a third 
Power, shall be participated in simultaneously and unconditionally by the other. 


Articte IV. 


The stipulations of the foregoing Articles I to III, relative to the reciprocal treatment 
on the footing of the most favoured third country, shall not apply— 


1. To those special and ancient privileges which are recorded to'Turkish subjects for 
the Turkish trade in Austria+Hungary. é 

2. To those advantages which are or may be granted on the part of the Austro-Hunga- 
rian Monarchy to the neighbouring countries solely for the purpose of facilitating the fron- 
tier traffic, or to those reductions of, or exemptions from, Customs duties which are only 
valid in the said Monarchy for certain frontiers, or for the inhabitants of certain districts. 


3. To the obligations imposed upon either of the High Contracting Parties by a 
Customs Union already concluded, or which may hereafter be concluded.

Neither of the High Contracting Parties shall establish’a prohibition of importation, « 
exportation, or transit against the other which shall not, under like circumstauces, be appli- 
cable to the third country most favoured in this respect.

The subjects of one of the two High Contracting Parties shall enjoy in the territories of 
the other the same protection as native subjects with regard to rights of ownership

1. Every officer authorized to grant receipts shall be provided with a certificate of his 
authority to collect, and every such certificate shall bear the seal of the municipality and 
the signature of the Chairman. Every collecting officer, at the time of demanding payment 
shall be bound to show this certificate if required. . 


2. Every person required in writing to furnish any schedule or return which the 
Commissioners may lawfully require him to furnish shall send such schedule or return 
to the office of the Commissioners within one week from the date of the service of the 
requisition in the manner described in section 367 of the Act. Any person failing to do 
so shall be liable,to a penalty not exceeding Rs. 5 for the omission, and to a penalty not 
exceeding Rs. 2 for every day the omission shall, after warning, continue. Any person 
submitting a false or incorrect schedule or return shall be liable to a penalty of Rg. 10: 
provided that nothing in this bye-law shall be held to prevent the institution of a criminal 
prosecution under the Penal Code should the facts appear to warrant such a proceeding. 


3. Payment of purchase-money for property sold and delivery of the property shall be 
made immediately after the sale; and if the purchaser fail to pay the fall amount of his bid 
it shall be lawful for the distraining officer, at his discretion, to sell the property again on the 
same or any other day, and the first purchaser sball in such cases be responsible to the Com- 
missioners for any loss, which shall be recoverable as a debt due to them.

6. Every person within whose premises any animal may die shall, within four hours 
after its death, or, if death occurs at night, within two hours alter daylight, either remove 
at his owrf-expense the carcass to such place as may be set apart by the Commissioners 
for the reception of such carcass, or report its death to the Couservancy Inspector of the 
Division within which such premises may be situated ; and in such latter case shall pay to 
the said Inspector the expense of removing the carcass, at such rate as the Commissioners 
may determine ; and in cases where the said person is not the owner of the animal, and the 
owner is known, the owner shall alone be responsible for the payment of such expense, and 
such expense shall be recoverable as a debt due to the Commissioners. No Conservancy 
Inspector, when called upon, shall neglect to remove a carcass.

Ciroular Orders issued by Authority of the High Court of Judicature’ at 
Fort William in Bengal. 


CIVIL. 


No. 1, dated the 12th January 1877. 


Tre High Court directs that in future all Pleaders’ and Mookhtars’ certificates, whether 
taken out for the first time or renewed, shall be issued by District Judges as from the Ist 
January of the year in which they are taken out. 

2. The Court further directs that District Judges shal) in future submit, in January of 
each year, a return of the certificates renewed by them in the previous calendar year, as well 
as the names of those Pleaders and Mookhtars who had not renewed their certificates up to 
the date of report, and who are not therefore entitled to practise. A list containing the 
names of.all such persons is to be stuck up in the Court-house, with an intimation that 
they are liable to penalties if found practising without having renewed their certificates. 


No. 2, dated the 5th February 1877. 

Revisep rules for the receipt and repayment of money appertaining to the courts or 
offices of judicial officers—civil, magisterial and other—in Bengal, not in direct account 
with the Accountant-General, have been prepared by the High Court, in the exercise of the 
powers vested in it by section 15 of the Charter Act, 24 and 25 Vic., cap. civ, and, having 
received the sanction of the Hon’ble the President in Council, have been published, and 
are herewith circulated. 

2. These rules will come into force from the Ist April 1877 and will then supersede 
the rules promulgated with circular order No. 9 of 8th March 1872. In the meantime 
officers concerned are requested to familiarize themselves with the rules, to see that such of 
their subordinates as will be employed in their working understand them, and to make such 
preliminary arrangements as may be necessary so that no avoidable obstacle may hinder the 
rules from coming into operation on the date specified.

Judicial receipts on 
account of stamp penalties, unclaimed property, sheriff’s fees and miscellaneous purposes 
will be realised in court, but refunds, if any, will only be made through the treasury. All 
sums actually received and paid in court must be accounted for in full, day by day, to the 
treasury, as enjoined below in pargraphs 9 and 14. All sums remaining on hand when the 
court or office is closed for the day must be remitted to the treasury the same day (or, if 
that is not possible, on the following morning). They must not, under any circumstances, 
be retained for disbursement. The only exceptions to this last prohibition are these :— 
(Ist) items of diet money and other peremptory cash transactions prior to decree (see para- 
h 4) ; (2nd) the permanent advance, where such is allowed (see paragraph 42) ; (3rd) 
undistributed salaries; (4th) cases where a treasury is distant or happens to be closed for 
one or more days (see paragraphs 38 and 39).

When a person desires to pay money into any court, or when money is paid in by 
any officer of the court, he will be furnished free of cost 
with two forms of chalan (form No. 11). In each of these 
he will enter in vernacular or English the particulars required from him. He will then affix 
on the chalan by adhesive label the requsite court-fee stamp, and present it in open court 
before the judicial officer. In passing these chalans the main point to be kept in view is 
that they contain full and precise description of the deposit, so as to supply the ministerial 
officers of the court with the means of readily tracing the transactions on their registers 
when the person for whom the money is destined comes to apply for it. On the duplicate 
being approved, and if necessary corrected by the judicial officer, the contents will be tran- 
scribed by the judicial officer’s accountant into a register of chalans issued (form No. 2). 
Each chalan will be distinguished by a separate index number in consecutive series. 
After entry in this register the duplicate chalan will be returned to the party tendering 
the money as his authority to pay the same into the treasury.

the figures relate. To prove the portion of the register relating to deposits of Rs. 5 and less, 
compare the balance on the last day of the official year as entered in it, with the list of 
unpaid deposits to be transferred to eredit of Government which subordinate courts will 
furnish annually to the district judge and magistrate under paragraph 27, In this portion 
of the register a column has been provided for a daily balance, which will be struck by adding 
together the preceding day’s balance and receipts, aud deducting the payments. The object 
of the daily balance is to afford the district judge or magistrate a ready means of control- 
ling subordinate courts in the receipt and payment of small deposits, as any excess of 
payments over receipts will be at once detected.

earn nine ‘n thi jo is true that ali adjustments of money claim under decree 


&) » er under suit have to be effected through the court and in 
nO way. But it is competent and {t is often desirable for a court to require of a judg- 
-ment- or his vakil that when he pays in money he shall have given reasonable notice 
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beforehand to the opposing vakil. A court should discourage attempts by a judgment- 
creditor to take the opponent’s vakil by surprise and force him unnecessarily to take the 
trouble of going to the treasury and the loss from not hearing speedily of the money being 
available for him. For this entails needless hardship on the party poe FR to be entitled to 
the money, and besides it delays the adjustment of the account and so adds to the labour of 
all concerned—the court, the treasury, and the accountant-general. On the other hand, 
any mere vexatiousness on the part of a payee in delaying unreasonably to receive payment, 
whether as in part or as in full discharge of claim, should also be discouraged, for thjs also 
adds unnecessarily to the number of unadjusted items on the treasury’s and court’s books. 


31. A register of fines realized will be kept in form No. 6, and will be written up 
from the chalans as they are received each day. Subordi- 
nate courts will send a copy of this register daily to the 
district judge or magistrate for incorporation in his general fine statement to be furnished to 
the accountaut-general through the local treasury officer. Fines will be credited to Govern- 
ment as soon as realized, and will under no circumstances be held in deposit. Refunds of fines 
will be made on a special order prepared in form No. 17, and not in the form of payment 
order prescribed above in paragraph 11.

36. It will have been seen from the headings given in the prescribed form of the general 

eash-book that the present set of rales contemplates certain 
_ Dockets aeiaany: 3 GuPaee: cashe subsidiary cash-books. The precise forms for ‘these subsi- 
seed diary cash-books will be left to the different courts, accord- 
ing to their va‘ious requirements. But each court is hereby directed to report to its supe- 
rior authority the precise forms which it may adopt. And no court is to permit any subsidiary 
cash-book whose contents are not day by day transferred into the general cash-book. It is 
desirable here to prescribe specifically, as binding on all courts, a subsidiary cash-book dealing 
with WITNESSES’ EXPENSES AND PRISONERS’ DIET-MONEY, :

day by day with that of the general cash-book ; and these will come under daily review, 
accumulations — 


together with the rest of the court’s balance, To prevent unduly retarded 
under this head, the presiding officer of the court will transfer to deposits such portions 
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of the balance as he may consider advisable. Amounts so transferred, if subsequently 
required, will be withdrawn from on ge in the manner described above, and credited in 
the subsidary cash-book. Should such sums remain in deposit for three years they will 
be carried to credit of Government under paragraph 27 relating to lapsed deposits. 


88. Small cause court judges, moonsifs, and other officers who hold their courts at 
a distance from the sudder station, or the head-quarters of a 
subdivision, will be guided by the above rules, with the fol- 
lowing exceptions. The remittances to the treasury cannot 
be made daily, but they will be made as often as practicable, and not less than once a month, 
In making these remittances the police rules as to escort with the money will be duly 
observed.. Care will also be taken that the entire cash balance on the last day of each 
month, less the amount of permanent advance and of diet-money in hand, is punctually 
paid into the treasury, as otherwise the monthly accounts of the court and the treasury will 
not agree. The cash balance retained under this rule on other than the last day of the month 
must never be allowed to exceed Rs, 500. 


Conrts at a distance from the sudder 
and subdivisonal treasuries. 


39. During the absence on tour of subdivisional officers, and the consequent closing of 
their treasuries, moonsifs must be guided by the preceding rule 
for officers at stations where'there are no treasuries making 
remittances of surplus cash, -if necessary, to thé district 
treasury. They will take advantage of the periodical returns of the subdivisional officers 
to head-quarters, to reduce the cash balances in their hands as much as possible, having due 
regard to their probable requirements. 


Moonsifs’ transactions durifg tempo- 
rary closing of sub-treasury. 


40. In carrying out the above rules, care will be taken by all judicial officers that in 
respect of cash transactions in the court distinct officer’ be 
employed as accountant and cashier. In other words, the 
same officer should not keep the registers of chalans and 
payment orders, deposit registers, &c., and also receive and pay money and write the rough 
cash-book. In receiving money the ordinary procedure will be for the payertotake the chalan 
to the accountant or accounts mvhurrir, who will enter it in the register of chalans and 
return it to the payer, with instructions to carry it to the cashier or nazir, who will receive 
the money and enter it in his rough cash-book. Similarly, in paying money the accountant 
will prepare the payment order, and, after posting itin his register of payment orders and 
register of deposits repaid, will carry all these to the judicial officer, who will examine 
and sign them as described in paragraph 13. The payment order will then be returned to the 
payee, with instructions to carry it to the cashier or nazir, if it is to be paid in court. In 
carrying out this rule, as also rules 2 and 12, it should be made clear and placed on record 
how far the sheristadar is responsible in these matters. 


Accountant and cashier to be distinct 
officers (all cvarts). 


41, The accounts and registers in forms 1 to 7, together with the rough cash-book 
mentioned in paragraph 40, will be compared daily by the 
judge or other presiding officer of the court, and this rule 
must on no account be neglected, as it is essential to the 
integrity of the transactions and the correctness of the Looks. The notes at foot of the forms 
indicate how the verification will be made. 


Daily verification of accounts (all 
courts). 


42. With regard to the permanent advance, special orders issue on this subject for the 
various courts. No further notice is called for here, except 
_ to observe that the permanent advance is to be accounted for 
in the cash-book (form No. 1), according to the spaces provided. It will be remembered that 
the permanent advance is to be reserved strictly for the purposes for which it was prescribed. 
For example, refunds of civil suit deposits are on no account to. be adjusted through the 
permanent advance.

From J. A. Bournition, Esq., Officiating Inspector-General of Registration, to the Registrar of 
the High Court, Appellate Jurisdiction—No. 6003, dated Calcutta, the 19th December 


1876, ; 

I nave the honor to forward, for the information of the Hon’ble Court, extract (para- 
graph 16) from a report of an inspection of the sub-registry office at Baraset, dated 30th 
October last, and to request that suitable orders may be issued with a view to the amend- 
ment of the procedure therein noticed. 

2. Under section 22 of the Indian Registration Act, VIII of 1871, a description of the 
property comprised in a document sufficient to identify it is necessary to its registration. 
When such description is omitted or is not entered in sufficient detail, much confusion and 
doubt may arise as to the identity of the land to which the document refers, and this doubt is 


indefinitely prolonged if the document is registered and copied in its imperfect state into the’ 


departmental registers. . 

Registering officers are ordered to refuse to register documents unless the descriptions 
they contain are reasonably clear, and they are instructed to return for completion those in 
which the description of land is imperfect. 

4. It would save much time and trouble if the attention of all judicial officers were 
drawn by the Hon’ble Judges to the necessity of supplying as full a description as possible in 
sale certificates and other documents sent for registration. 


Extract (paragraph 16) from a memorandum of an inspection of the Sub-Registry Office at 
Baraset made by Mr. Gillon on the 30th October 1876. 

Para. 16. The Sub-Registrar further represented that sale certificates given by Moonsifs 
ordinarily described a sub-tenure as ajumma standing in the name of A. B. in the village of C., 
of which the rent is Rs, , Without mentioning boundaries or other particulars essential 
for the identification of the land, and that it was decided by the Inspector-General that this 
description did not satisfy the requirements of section 22 of the Registration Act: that he 
consequently refuses to accept such documents for registration, but that they are, notwith- 
standing, registered elsewhere, while no amendment has taken place in the procedure of the 
Moonsifs. It thus results that the Sub-Registrar is a loser, and the public no gainer. This is 
a matter that might perhaps be brought to the notice of the High Court. Such certificates in 
most districts contain very few details. Moreover, I have seen some which have been signed 
by a stamped impression of the judicial officer’s signature. 





From W.M. Sovrtar, Esq., Registrar of the High Court of Judicatare at Fort William in 
Bengal, to the Inspector-Gen@al of Registration,—No. 178, dated Calcutta, the 27th 
January 1877. ‘ ; 


I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 6008, dated the 19th ultimo, 
HIGH COURT. suggesting that the attention of all judicial officers may be 
Exouisn Derserugnr. drawn to the necessity of supplying as full descriptions of 
© Osi. property as possible in sale certificates and other documents 
sent for registration. 

2. The reference appears to have originated out of cases in whicn sale certificates given 
by Moonsifs did not give particulars as fully as the Registration Department requires. There 
is, however, some difficulty in the matter. 

8. In the case of an ordinary conveyance, the purchaser can take care, when the deed is 
drawn up, that a proper description is furnished and inserted therein by his vendor, and if he 
has neglected this, the Registrar may reasonably refuse to register. 

4. But in a sale by order of Court, the Court can only put into the certificate what it 
has already put into the notice of sale (section 249, Civil Procedure Code), and there is ordi- 
narily no communication between the certified purchaser on the one hand.ahd the execution 
creditor or the sold-out owner on the other. Further, the Code is silent as to the sort of 
description which must be given as to immoveable property not being estates paying revenue 
to Government. : 

_ 5. Under these circumstances, all that can be done is to direct judicial officers to 
instruct their subordinates to give as accurate a description as the nature of each case will 
admit of ; and this will be done. '

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NOTIFICATION. 

The 1st March Y877.—It is hereby notified 
for eral information that the provisions of 
Act XXXI of 1860 (relating to the manu- 
facture, importation, and sale of arms and 
ammunition, and for regulating the right to 
keep and use the same, and to give power of 
disarming in 
certain cases) 
as continued in 
force and amend- 
ed by Act VI of 
1866 (the Arms’ 
Act Continuance Act) are in force throughout the 
territories subject to the control of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of Bengal. 

2. The powers of seizure, search, and arrest 
in certain cases, as laid down in sections 20, 25, 
and $1, Act XXXI, 1860, are still possessed by 
the persons who have been vested with these 
powers by the law. 

The following revised rules have been prescribed 
under the Act for the importation, transhipment, 
inland transport, and exportation of arms and 
ammunition, for the grant of licenses for carrying 
arms, and for the manufacture and sale of arms 
and ammunition in Bengal : 

8. Under the provisions of secti@n 17 of Act 
XXXI of 1860, the importation from any place 
not in British India of all cannon, howitzers, 
mortars, arms, percussion-caps, sulphur, saltpetre, 
gunpowder, and other ammuhition into the terri- 
tories under the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, 
is prohibited, unless covered by a license or pass. 


4. Licenses to import arms and ammunition 
into the Lower Provinces of Bengal by land may 
be granted by the Secretary to the Government 
of India, Foreign Department, or by the Secre- 
tary to the Government of Bengal in the Judicial 
Department. Calcutta is the only port in the 
Lower Provinces where importation by sea is 
permitted. Persons desirous of importing arms, 
&e., by sea into Oaleutta, or into any of the dis- 
tricts of Lower Bengal must apply for a license to 
the @ommissioner of Police at Calcutta. This 
officer is also authorized to grant licenses for im- 
portation through the Port of Calcutta into dis- 
tricts of British India under other Local Govern- 
ments and Administrations. Applications for a 
license to import arms must be made in writing, 
and must contain full information on the following 
points :— 

1st.—Purpose for which required. 

2nd.—Probable cost of each weapon. _ 

3rd.—Place at which the goods will be im- 
ported. 

4t.—District in which the arms and ammn- 
nition are to be used, kept, or sold. 


5. The Commissioner of Police, on receipt of 
applications in the prescribed form, is» authorized 
to grant licenses according to Form A at his 
discretion, for the importation of arms and, in 
reasonable quantities, of ammunition. His pro- 
ceedings will be subject to the general control 
and digection of the Government of Bengal. 

6. Licenses for the igportation of fire-arms 
will not be granted by the Commissioner of 
Police, unless he is satisfied that the weapons are 
required for bond fide sportin purposes, When 
licenses are grauted, he should fix a period, not

7, Any considersble importation of arms 
will require special explanation and guarantee 
that their use is to be inoffensive before a license 
is granted. The Commissioner of Police, will 
not grant licenses for the importation of fire- 
arms in large quantities without reference to the 
Government of Bengal in the Judicial Department. 


8. The granting™of a license must depend 
upon the facts of each case, or upon the general 
complexion of the explanations obtained. Oheap 
guns may be imported in moderate quantities to 
wild districts, where they are required to keep 
down wild beasts or to kill game; but in default 
of some such good and substantial motive for im- 
porting a large number of guns, the license should 
ordinarily be refused. Oostly guns can be admitted 
with greater safety than cheap arms ; for only the 
latter can be employed to any extent for military or 
aggressive purposes, while the former are nearly 
always used for sport. When arms are of a kind 
to raise suspicion that they may be possibly meant 
for warfare, or for illegal purposes, such 
as pistols, bayonets, or cheap guns, the Com- 
missioner of Police must satisfy himself very 
carefully as to the object, reasons, and direction 
of import, béfore he admits them ander license, 
He can do this by testing the references which 
the applicant may give, and by communicating 
with the Government of Bengal. 


9. The Collector of Customs will not, except 
in the case of European gentlemen importing a 
reasonable quantity for their private use, deliver 
any arms or ammunition unless protected by a 
pass from the Commissioner of Police at Calcutta. 
When persons, other than European gentlemen, 
desire to import fire-arms for their private use, 
they should be referred to the Commissioner of 
Police, who will grant a pass at his discretion: he 
need not, however, under the Act, require a 
license to be taken if the quantity of arms imported 
is reasonable, and if intended for the importer’s 
own private use. © * 


10. A license need not be refused for all arms 
brought into the river, for the importation of 
which no previous permission has been obtained. 
When such arms are themselves of an unobjec- 
tionable character, the Commissioner of Police 
may grant for them the license in Form A and the 
Customs pass in Form B together, provided he is

rifles of a military pattern, or of patterns easily 
convertible into military weapons, unless the 
consignees produce specific orders from English

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14. Under the provisions of section 1, Act 
XVIII of 1841, the exportation of arms and 
ammunition from British India, whether by land 
or by sea, to places without British India, is 
prohibited, except under passes to be granted by 
the Secretary to the Government of India in the 
Foreign Department. ‘This rule does not apply 
to sulphur and saltpetre, which are not included 
in the term “ammunition.” In the event of 
any necessity arising, the Government of India 
has power under section 23, Act V1 of 1863, to 
restrict the grade in these articles. 


15. Export passes are granted subject, as 
far as may be, to the rules for the trans- 
port of arms within British India; and wher- 
ever there is a Political Agent, Cantonment 
Magistrate, or other ‘British official at the place 
of destination, the pass shall be delivered to him 
within six days of the arrival there of the articles 
covered by it, with a view to his satisfying 
himself that there is no deficiency, in the same 
manner as a Magistrate of a British district is 
required to do by the Inland Transport Rules 
prescribed below. 


16. Under the provisions of section 6, Act VI 
of 1873, the transhipment of cannon and fire- 
arms, and parts of fire-arms, and of gun-powder 
and other ammunition, at any of the ports to which 
the Act extends, is prohibited, except under 
license from the officer charged to graut licenses 
of import into British India. ' 

17. Under the provisions of section 22, Act 
XXXI of 1860, the Governor-General in Council 
has been pleased to prohibit the transport of fire- 
arms and parts of fire-arms, and military stores, 
lead, sulphur, gun-powder, end other ammunition 
from any place in British India within the juris- 
diction of one Loeal Government or Administra- 


* tion to any place in British India within the 


jurisdiction of another Local Government or 
Administration except under the following rules 
and conditions. 

18. Any person desirous of transporting any 
of the above mentioned articles [except in reason- 
able quantities for his own private use] from 
Calcutta into the interior of British India beyond 
the territorial jurisdiction of the Licutenant- 
Governor of Bengal, must apply for a pass to 
the Commissioner of Police at Calcutta. 

19, When a person is desirous of transporting 
any such articles from any place in the Igpwer 
Provinces of Bengal, other than Calcutta, to 
any place in British India withim the territo- 
ries of another Local Government or Adminis- 
tration, he must apply for a pass (which will be 
granted in Form C annexed) to the Secretary 
to the Government of India in the Home

authorized by notification to grant such a pass, 
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imported from abroad, the license under which 
they have been imported must be appended. 

21, It will be within the discretion of the officer 
authorized in this behalf to grant the pass if, from 
the information thus given and otherwise obtained, 
he considers that such pass may be safely granted. 
A register shall be kept of all passes so granted, 
and a copy of each pass shall be sent to the 
Magistrate of the district within which the place 
to which the articles are to be transported is 
situated, 

22. The articles covered by each pass shall be 
taken direct to the place of destination men- 
tioned in the pass withont being sold or made use 
of at any intermediate place. 

23. On the articles reaching their destination, 
the person in charge thereof must deliver the pass 
to the Magistrate of the district within six days. 
It will be the duty of that officer to satisfy him- 
self that the articles transported correspond with 
the entries in the pass, and to see that any 
deficiency that may exist is satisfactorily account- 
ed for. The pass shall then be endorsed and 
returned to the holder, if he may lawfally keep 
in his possession the articles of which it covers 
the transport. 

24. The prohibition stated in paragraph 17° 
above does not extend to the transport of salt- 
petre, the only restriction placed on which is that 
it shall not be transported from any part of India 
to any port on the east coast of the Bay of Bengal 
within the jurisdiction of the Chief Commissioner 
of British Burmah, save under license from the 
said Chief Commissioner. 

25. Under the provisions of section 22, 
Act XXXI of 1860, the Lieutenant-Governor 
has been pleased to prohibit the transport of,any 
fire-arms, or part of fire-arms, bayonets, swords, 
daggers, spears, spear-heads, military stores, lead 
in the shape of shot or bullets, sulphur, gun- 
powder, and other ammunition from any one 
pluce to any other place within the Lower Pro- 
vince of Bengal except under the following rules 
and conditions. 

26. If the arms and ammunition are to be 
transported from Calcutta to any of thegistricts 
under the Lientenant-Governor of Lengal,, the 
Commissioner of Police, at the time of granting 
the pass for delivery from the Custom House, 
will grant a pass in Form C for the transmission 
of the said goods to the place to which the im- 
portation is sanctioned in the license, and He» 
will forward a copy of the pass to the Magistrate 
of the district in which the place is situated.

81. Section 32 of Act XXXI of 1860, abso- 
lutely prohibiting the possession of any arms or 
ammunition without a license, is not now in force 
in any district of Hengal, inasmuch as no district 
is at present disarmed under that section. 

82. In districts and places not krought under 
the provisions of section 32. of the Arms Act, 
persons are not absolutely prohibited from carry- 
ing arms without a license; but any person not 
exempted by section 27 from the provisions of

by any Magistrate or police officer under section 
26, if, in the judgment of such Magistrate or police 
ofticer, it is dangerous to the public peace to allow 
such persoys to go armed or to carry arms.

The registration of these licenses will 
enable each Magistrate to ascertain the number 
of arms kept by the people in his jurisdiction. 

38. Licenses to carry arms on a journey may 
be given to dond fide travellers in Form BE by the 
Magistrate of the district or sub-division (and in 
Calentta by the Commissioner of Police), pro- 
vided that, save for special reasons, no such 
license shall be current for more than a fortnight 
beyond the time required for the ordinary 
course of post between the place at which the 
license is granted and that to which the applicant 
is travelling. 


89. The Magistrates should’ use caution in 
the issue of licenses to carry arms on a journey, 
and give them only if satisfied, on inquiry, that 
they can be safely granted. A register must be 
kept of all passes so granted, and a copy of such 
pass shall be sent to the Magistrate of the district 
to which the traveller is proceeding, in order that 
the Magistrate may insist upon a license being 
taken out there if necessary.

In this way a limit can be placed upon 
the quantity of’ arms and ammunition which a 
manufacturer may dispose of under license; but 
ordinarily it will only be necessary for the police 
to kegp themselves well informed as to his actual 
stock, and to take means for testing the 
correctness of the stock-book entries. No license 
is required for the sale and manufacture of 
fire-works.

The \8th March \877.-—-The following Rules made by the Lieutenant-Governor of 
Bengal, with the previous sanction of the Governor-General in Council, under the Land 
Improvement Act, 1871, Section 18, are published for general information, in supersession 
of the rules formerly issued :— ; 

Advances under these rules may be made from such sums as the Governor-General in 
Council may from time to time allot to the local Government, or as may be otherwise at its 
disposal, for the purpose of such advances. : 

2, Applications for advances under the Act shall be made in writing. They shall be 
presented to the Collector of the district, to the Assistant Collector in charge of the sub- 
division, or to the tehsildar,in charge of the tchsil in which the land to be improved is 
situated. 

The personal attendance of the applicant is not necessary. 

8. The application shall state— 

(1) ‘The name, caste, parentage, profession, and residence of the applicant. 
(2) The amount of the advance applied for. 

(3) The nature and description of the work for which the advance is required. 
(4) The security offered for the repayment of the advance. 


In the case of an application for an advance exceeding Rs. 1,000, the application shall 
further state— be 

(5) Whether the applicant proposes to supplement the advance by any private 
capital ; and if so, to what extent. 

(6) The estimated total cost of the proposed work, and the probable period that 
will be occupied in its construction 

(7) The village and local revenue sub-division in which the land to be benefited 
is situated ; the position, character, and area of such land; and should it 
consist, in part or wholly, of numbered and measured fields or plots, the 

. numbers of the same. 

(8) The applicant’s rights or interests in the land to be benefited, and in any 
other land offered as security for repayment of the advance, and whether 
there are any, and if so what, incumbrantes on such rights or interests, 

(9) The advantages expected to result from the work. 

(10) The manver and extent to which the proposed work will affect (favourably or 
injuriously) adjoining or other lands. , 

(11) The amount and number of ‘the instalments by which the advance is to be 
repaid, principal and interest, and the dates on which these instalments are 
to be paid. 

4. ‘When the application is for an advance not exceeding Rs, 1,000, the officer to whom 
it is presented shall ascertain, so far as may be possible from the oral statements of the 
applicant, or otherwise, the particulars numbered (5) to (11) aboves These particulars shall be 
recorded on, or on a paper to be attached to, the application, and shall be signed by the 
officer, read over to the applicant, and acknowledged by him to be correct. 

5. If the application be for a sum exceeding Rs. 1,000, and it be found to have omitted 
any of the particulars required by rule 3, the officer receiving it may either return it for 
correction, or, at his discretion, proceed as required by rule 4 in the case of applications for 
sums not exceeding Ks. 1,000. 

6. The statements under head (8) of the heads mentioned in rule 8, whether cuntained 
in the application, or recorded under Rule 5, shall at once be. tested, ‘as far as may be 
possible, by reference to such records bearing upon them as may be accessible to the 
to whom the application is made. 

7. If the officer receiving the application be not authorized by the local Government 
ander Section 3 of the Land Improvement Act to exercise the powers of a Collector under 
the Act, he shall forward the application to the Collectdr of the district, who shall either 
dispose of it himself, or refer it to an authorized officer for disposal, 

8. If the Collector, or other such authorized officer as aforesaid (hereinafter called 
“ the Collector ”’) considers that there is primd facie reason to believe that the application 
should be granted, he shall cause it to be entered in the register of applications, and shall 
order a loeal inquiry to be made. If he is of opinion that the application should not be 
— z shall reject. it. ; ° 

- There shall be a local inquiry in every case. It shall be conducted by such persons 
and according to such rules as thee local Gidvarsmmamet may from time to time 7 ibe, and 
shall be directed to testing and verifying the statements required by rule 8 to be entered 
in the application, or by rule 4 to ba reco by the officer receiving the application, 

Af the officer receiving the application has been unable, in his examination of the 
applicant under rule 4, to obtain information under any of the headings (5) to (11) of rule 3, 
the omission shall be supplied by the person making the local inquiry, Ys phunent seats 

. 10. When the work to be; undertaken will cost more than . 5,000, and is. L is 
ing professional skill, the applicant shall be required to submit to the offic ci 
local inquiry an accurate plan, specification, and estimate. If the, 
furnish such a plan, estimate, or specification, the Collector may cause th 
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on behalf of the applicant, first requiring him to deposit such sum of money as may, in the 
opinion of the Collector, be sufficient to cover the cost, or, if he think fit, calling upon him 
to give security for the repayment of the same 

11. “On the completion of the inquiry, the officer by whom it was made shall forward 
to the Collector the whole of the papers connected therewith, together with his own opinion 
and recommendation. If the Collector, on receipt of the papers, thinks further inquiry 
necessary, he may either make such inquiry himself or remand the case to the official who 
made the first inquiry, or transfer it to any other official authorized to conduct such inquiries, 
for the purpose of a-further investigation being made. 

12. If on a review of the local inquiry the Collector is satisfied that the advance may 
be properly made, or that a Jess sum than that asked for may properly be granted, he shall 
record a decision’ to that effect. On recording such decision. the Collector may, if the 
amount of the advance to be made does not exceed Rs. 1,000, at once grant a certificate for 
the advance under section 14 of the Act. 

! 18. If the amount of the advance exceeds Rs. 1,000, the Collector shall report his 

* decision to the Commissioner. If the advance does not exceed Rs. 2,500, it may be sanc- 

tioned by the Commissioner. If it exceeds that amount, it shall be reported to the Board 

of Revenue, who may grant it if it does not exceed Rs. 5,000. Advances of sums above 

Rs. 5,000 require ‘the sanction of the Jocal Government, and of sums above Rs. 10,000 that 

of the Government of India. The Collector, Commissioner, Board of Revenue, or local 

Government, may, on perusal of the records of the local inquiry, if they think that the 
advance should not be granted, refuse to grant it, or may order further inquiry, if they 
think fit to do so. On receipt of the orders of the authority ¢ompetent to grant the 
advance, the Collector shall issue a certificate for the amount if it be ordered to be granted. 

14. When the Collector rejects the application for an advance, his decision shall be 
subject to appeal to the Commissioner, who may, if the amount be within his competence to 
grant, disallow the rejection and direct the Collector to grant a certificate. If the amount be 
beyond his competence to grant, he shall report the case for the orders of the authority 
competent to grant it. Decisions by Commissioners rejecting applications shall similarly be 
open to appeal by the Board of Revenue, aud those of the Board of Revenue by the local 
Government. 

15. It shall be competent to the Commissioner, the Board of Revenue, or the local 
Government, to call for the record in any case, and to pass such orders thereon as may be 
within their competence, respectively. 

16.** When the advance applied for does not exceed Rs. 1,000, no charge shall be made 
for serving such notices as it may be necessary to serve under sections 7 and 11 of the Act. 
When the advance applied for exceeds Rs. 1,000, but does not exceed Rs. 5,000, the serving 
of any notice which it may be necessary to serve shall be paid for by the applicant at a rate 
not exceeding half the rate required for the service of a notice by a revenue court in the 
district in which the land is situate, When the advance applied for exceeds Rs. 5,000, the 
rate shall be that fixed for serving a notice by a revenue court in the district in which the 
land is situate. 

17. When a certificate is granted, it shall be endorsed by the applicant to the effect 
that he has understood and agyeed to all the terms, and it shall be signed by him in the 

~ presence of, and shall be attested by, two witnesses. If any property other than the property 
of the applicant is pledged or mortgaged as security for the repayment of the advance, the 
certificate shall be similarly endorsed. signed, and attested by the sureties and witnesses; and 
if the applicant is a tenant who cannot furnish security of the nature referred to in section 7 
of the Act, the certificate shall be signed by his landlord and attested by two witnesses other 
than the landlord, 

18... The certificate shall be retained in the office of the Collector; one copy shall be

dinate district treasury, a copy of such certificate shall be sent to such treasury. 

19, Except with the special sanction of the local Government, no advance of any sum 
not exceeding Rs. 500 shall be made, unless it be repayable with interest within. seven years

made without such sanction unless it be repayable within 12 years from such date. If in any

28. In the case of advances exceeding Rs. 5,000, accounts shall be kept by the reci- 
pient of the advance in any form that the Collector may, with the sanction of superior 
authority, prescribe. 

29. Ifat any time the Oollector is satisfied that any person who has received an 
advance has failed to perform any of the conditions ander which it was made, he may, 
after recording in writing the grounds for the decision he has arrived at, and subject to the 
control of the superior revenue authorities, proceed to recover from such person, or from 
aay security of such person, under the provisions of the Act, any sums which remain due, 
together with any interest payable thereon. . 

30, All works for which advances are made in a lump sum shall be inspected and 
reported on as soon as possible after the date on which their completion was directed in the 
certificate. All works for which advances are made by instalments shall be inspected and 
reported on before each instalment subsequent to the first is paid.

Resotvrion.—In the letter to the Comptroller-General, dated 19th March 1872, it was 
stated that thecost of stationery supplied to officers and départments that are paid from 
Provincial and Local Funds need not be recovered from those funds to credit of Imperial 
Revenue. These instructions were not sufficiently guarded, inasmuch as it was not intended 
to supply stationery free of cost to the Local Funds Boards created subsequent to 1870-71.
